Schenectady, N. Y., March 3.-—En- 
'gineers in the General Electric. labora- 
tories have devised a high-frequency 
_ vacuum tube that performs such feats 
as cooking by radio and raising blood 
| temperature in humans. 

| As yet, Dr. W. R. Whitney, laboratory 
director, sald today no uses have been 
found for the tube. It is considered so 
dangerous that persons working on it 
remain exposed no longer.than fifteen 
minutes. Rats brought near it show 
great animation for a short time and 
then die. 

Engineers demonstrated certain of 
the tube’s effects today. It will light 
an incandescent bulb, fresh from the 
carton, without wire connection. A 
cold copper bar quickly heats so that 
it burns the hand. To cook by radio a 
wire was suspended over a table at a 
distance of 15

Ford said this tonight in making his 
first public comment on the crash of 
Brooks’ plane in which the young avia- 
tor lost his life at Melbourne Beach, 
Fla., a week ago. He said he could 
not estimate the time required before 
Starting manufacture of the planes in 
the quantity necessary to market them 
at automobile prices. 

At the end of two weeks’ vacation, 
Ford, tanned by the Florida sun and 
feeling fit, discussed the future of air- 
plane manufacture before his departure 
lor Detroit. 

In his first public comment on the 
Brooks accident, Ford spoke affection- 
ately of the Detroit boy whose tinker- 
ing with airplanes won him a place 
in the Ford organization. 

He praised the courage and ability 
of the young flier and expressed deep 
regret at the mishap. Mr. Ford said he 
believed the accident was due to the 
stoppage of one of the gasoline tanks 
on the plane, and lack of time of the

PRAYER FOR CLEMENCY; 
DEATH DUE MARCH 23 


Wife Previously Insisted She 
Alone Was Guilty in Taxi 
Man’s Death.

Montreal, Quebec, March 3.—The sha- 
dow of Canada’s mobile scaffold from 
which Doris McDonald is to hang on 
the morning of March 23, has chilled 
the flaming love which transformed the 
slender 20-year-old murderess from a 
jazzy Westchester County (N. Y) flap- 
per into the faithful “gun moll” of 
George McDonald, the one-time Broad- 
way confidence man who !{s to dle with 
her. 

And with her love has ended the 
strange correspondence, the love letters 
of a condemned couple, which until this 
week passed daily between the death 
cells in which the young American hus- 
band and wife are awaiting the moment 
when they will pay for the murder of 
Adelard Bouchard, the Lachine (Que- 
bec) taxi driver whom they shot down 
last July. 

After one hysterical outburst, when 
she pleaded for a final meeting with 
her husband before the execution day. 
the roung wife suddenly turned against 
the man whom she tried to save by in- 
sisting, when first arrested, that it was 
she alone who fired the bullets into the 
back of the unsuspecting Bouchard. 


Writes Now of Religion. 


“T have tried to make Doris write her 
letters to her husband, telling her that 
he needs consolation at this time, but 
Doris’ eyes have been opened,” the

Credited With Financing the 
1918 Congressional Drive 
That Won Majority. 


WAS BANKER AT TULSA 


Hot Springs, Ark., March 3 (A.P.).— 
James J. McGraw, 54, millichaire Okla- 
homa banker, who died here today, was 
credited with being responsible for the 
successful financing of the 1918 Repub- 
Jicam congressional campaign that re- 
lurned a@ majority in both Houses for 
that party. 

Mr. McGraw’s personal check for 
$150,000 was used in raising funds for 
the national organization and he con- 
tributed $50,000 individually. For four 
years prior to 1920 he was Republican 
national committeeman from Okla- 
homa, belng succeeded by Jake Hamon, 
ef Ardmore, who was slain by his 
nephew's wife, Clara Smith Hamon. 

During the 1920 preconvention fight, 
McGraw was vice chairman of the 
organization promoting the candidacy 
of Gen. Leonard Wood for President. 
After Harding's election, he was offered 
the position of first assistant post- 
Master general, but declined. He was 
president of the Exchange National 
Bank, of Tulsa, Oklahoma's largest 
financla] institution. 

The political leader’s death was 
caused by intestinal paralysis after Dr. 
John F.. Golden, Chicago surgeon, per- 
formed a last-minute operation In an 
attempt to save his life. Dr. Golden 
rushed here on a special train Thurs- 
day morning. 

Members of the immediate family 
were at his side when he died, his 
aon, Joseph, and brother, Henry, having 
flown from Tulsa in @ plane, as did 
the family physician at Tulsa, Dr. L. 
G. Washington. A private car was 
ordered to leave Hot Springs tonight 
to take the body to Tulsa, where it 
is expected the funeral will be held, 
with burial at Ponca City. 

Mr. McGraw was born in Leaven- 
worth, Kans., and accompanied his 
parents to Oklahoma territory in 1893. 
He started his business career as 
proprietor of a small grocery in Ponca 
City. Later he branched into oll and 
banking. 

During the war he was in charge of 
all disbursements of the Knights of 
Columbus tn France, for which service 
he was decorated with the Order of 
the Knights of St. George and with the

District Heads Asked to Seek

Seven Specifications Filed. 


Seven specifications for the perma- 
nent establishment for an American 
merchant marine were set. forth 
These included the provision in ad- 
ivance for the construction, main- 
'tenance and operation of ships for ten 
years; frequent sailings on specified 
trade routes; fa-‘est speed of merchant 
ships on the seas, cargo capacity suffl- 
clent to carry most of the foreign cargo 
tonnagé, and ships equipped with fa- 
cllities for handling perishable cargoes

MINIMUM RATE FIXING 


Newton Would Restrict Power 


of |. C: C.; Favors Letting 
Railroads Make Rule. 


(Associated 
A move to restrict and 
power’ of the Interstate 
Commission to prescribe 4 minimum 
rate was initiated in the House yester- 
day with the introduction of a bill by 
Representative Newton (Republican) 
Minnesota, which would prohibit the 
commission from fixing a rate below 
which a railroad might not go. 
Newton said the commission during 


the last eight or nine years has been 
asked more and more frequently tc 
make use of the minimum rate fixing 
power. This, he said, was resulting 
in the commission being called upon 
to pass, not upon the question of the 
reasonableness of a suggested rate, but 
upon a question of unjust discrimina- 
tion against other markets in different 
sections of the country. 

“Under those conditions,” he said 
“the railroad management itself is the 
best judge of whrether or not the rate 
should be changed. Now and then the 
commission’s judgment may be sound 
in passing upon that kind of a case 
but in the long run the best interests 
of the country, and of commerce and 
industry, will be served through let- 
ting the railroad managements exercise 
its own discretion, subject only to the 
power of the commission to prescribe 
reasonable and prevent unduly discrim- 
tnatory and prejudicial rates.’

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HAULING DOWN THE FLAG, 

Pacifism and foreign propaganda are 
doing their best to take America off the 
seas. Well-meaning Americans by the 
millions are completely deluded by cun- 
ning foreigners who know exactly what 
they want. 


These foreigners, playing 
upon American pacifist susceptibilities, 
have induced many citizens to send in 
protests against the building of American 
naval and merchant ships, on the ground 
that the assertion of sea strength by the 
United States would be a provocation of 
war. Some members of the House com- 
mittée on naval affairs have been intimi- 
dated by this propaganda. The naval 
program consequently has been reduced 
by the committee. 

The pacifists, however, are not satis- 
fied, and are clamoring for a provision 
that will authorize the President to 
suspend construction entirely. hey also 
insist that Congress shall not fix a time 
for beginning or completing construction. 
V. aat they really demand is that Con- 
gress shall not build any more naval 
vessels. Many of these pacifists honestly 
fear that the building of cruisers will 
lead to war, both by stimulating a war- 
like feeling in this country and by incit- 
ing other powers to build ships and 
perhaps to make war on this country be- 
fore its naval program comes into being. 

While the American pacifists are doing 
the work of foreign interests in trying 
to paralyze the Navy, the. foreigners 
themselves execute shrewd moves calcu- 
lated to show that other powers are not 
only not increasing their naval strength, 
but are actually trying to bring about 
limitations of armaments. One of the 
latest reports is that Great Britain will 
propose to France a naval conference 
looking to the reduction in size of capital 
ships. Presumably France will be asked 
to call the conference, inasmuch as it is 
a foregone conclusion that the United 
States would look with extreme suspicion 
upon any proposal from Great Britain. 

Now that Great Britain has completed 
two of the greatest battleships in the 
world, far superior to any American 
craft, if is opportune from a British 
standpoint to bring about an agreement 
that would prevent any nation from 
building ships equal to the British ves- 
sels. The United States will not agree to 
any such plan; but American pacifists 
are gulled by the proposal, just the same, 
and already they are charging that if the 
United States should not agree to reduce 
the size of capital ships it would be 
guilty of encouraging war. 

In the meantime the House committee 
on merchant marine is trying to formu- 
late a measure that will provide a mer- 
chant marine. Here foreign propaganda 
is even more active than in opposing 
naval construction. Ingenious methods 
are employed, through both foreign and 
domestic agencies, to frustrate all plans 
for encouraging the building of American 
ships. 

President Coolidge has repeatedly 
thrown out strong hints and warnings 


against the propaganda that is striving | 


to dissuade the United States from build- 


ing up its sea independence and naval | 
Mr. Coolidge could unfold a 


_ defenses. 
startling tale of foreign interference in 
American affairs, if he would; but he 
will not do so, because he wishes to re- 
main on friendly terms with foreign 
governments while upholding American 
rights. He relies upon the intelligence 
of Americans to help him, but probably 
lag has been discouraged lately when his

plain hints have failed to register, and 
his warnings have gone unheeded. 

The pacifist charge that the United 
States is pursuing a provocative policy 


when it proposes to maintain its Navy is. 


an insult to the American flag. Only 
once in its history has the United States 
been an aggressor in war. That was 
when it went to the rescue of Cuba. Do 
the pacifists wish that the American fleet 
at SantiagoNagd not been so strong, go 
that American lives could have’ been 
sacrificed? Do they wish that Admiral 
Dewey had been unprepared at Manila? 

With suitable naval strength the 
United States can protect its commerce 
during peace or war, and it will not fight 
unless it is assailed. Without suitable 
strength its commerce will be attacked 
and its citizens killed {n case of a foreign 
war, and then it will fight, but at great 
loss of life. ‘ | 

Let us hope that Congress will not 
succumb to the stupor of poison propa- 
ganda that has destroyed the American- 
ism of American pacifists. 

SENATOR WALSH, OF MONTANA. 

The quiet and rather unassuming way 
in which Senator Thomas J. Walsh, of 
Montana, enters the lists for the Demo- 
cratic. presidential nomination is hardly 
indicative of the importance with which 
his candidacy may loom before the Hous- 
ton convention has come to a close. The 
emergence of Senator Walsh as an active 
figure in the Democratic campaign was 
accompanied by the statement that Will- 
iam G. McAdoo would head the slate of 
Walsh delegates in the California pri- 
mary. Simultaneously it was announced 
that Walsh delegates would be sought in 
Wisconsin and South Dakota. 

Under the circumstances it is apparent 
that the Walsh boom is a recrudescence 
of the McAdoo movement. It is equally 
plain that the aim of the McAdoo wing 


tof the party now is exactly what it was 


in 1924, the defeat of Gov. Alfred FE. 
Smith of New York, or any other wet 
candidate. Considered in this light the 
candidacy of Senator Walsh must be 
viewed in far broader aspects than his 
entry inte three States would at first 
indicate. Patently he is marked to be- 
come the rallying point of those who are 
determined to exercise the veto power 
possible under the two-thirds rule fol- 
lowed by the Democrats. 

Perhaps it would be unfair to say that 
this is the only purpose of the Walsh 
movement. While Senator Walsh, in con- 
trast to Gov. Smith, is a dry, he is also a 
Catholic. The necessity for religious tol- 
erance is emphasized on all.sides, and 
properly so. It is becoming more and 
more difficult for any one to inject the 
religious issue openly into a consideration 
of candidates. From considerations such 
as these, no doubt, springs the determina- 
tion to fight Gov. Smith with one of his 
own faith, but on the opposite side of 
the prohibition question. 

The strength that Senator Walsh may 
acquire in his present alliance should not 
be underestimated. The support of the 
McAdoo faction, even partially extended, 
ought to bring into his camp a large pro- 
portion of the Southern delegates. There 
are other States where the appeal to pro- 
hibition prejudices is likely to succeed, 
more especially since the dry Democrats 
have as yet been able to find no other 
standard bearer. Only 367 votes are re- 
quired for the veto power. If that many 
delegates can be heid in line, Senator 
Walsh’s supporters no doubt feel -that 
the time may come when they _can ad- 
vance their man on the plea of religious 
tolerance. How successfully, is for the 
future to determine. 


THE WESTERN MARKET. 

Through an oversight or an acute at- 
tack of economitis the House comnnittee 
in charge of the District appropriation 
bill failed to include the small item neces- 
sary to maintain the Western Market. 
Unless the Senate shall include this item 
the market will close on June 30. 

This market has been a convenience to 
householders in the western part of the 
city, including Georgetown, for more than 
30 years. It is in a run-down condition, 
but a few thousand dollars would bring 
it fairly up to date. Adjacent property 
interests would like to abolish the mar- 
ket, for selfish reasons, but their wishes 
should not prevail. 

It is a difficult task to locate a market 
where all parties will be satisfied, as has 
just been demonstrated in the case of the 
Farmers’ Market. The K Street Market 
is already established, and there can be 
no controversy in keeping it where it is. 
Farmers take their produce there, and a 
direct exchange is afforded between 
housewives and the farmers. This ar- 


rangement is beneficial to all concerned.

Similar markets should be established 
elsewhere. There is no good reason for 
trying to maintain a single central mar- 
ket for the farmers. They can go to a 
neighborhood market and serve the needs 
of different parts of the city better than 
by concentrating at one point. House- 
holders in the western part of the 
town should not be compelled to go down 
to the river to do their marketing, when 
a few thousand dollars a year will main- 
tain a market near at hand.

birth of three men of letters whose genius 
was extraordinary and whose influence 
was far-reaching, but who pursued their 
respective long careers without once com- 
ing into sympathetic contact. The three 
men in question were George Meredith, 
Leo Tolstoy, and Henrik Ibsen, and they 
might well have flourished in different 
planets for any interest which they took 
in one another. The complete indiffer- 
ence of each of them to the achievement 
of the other two showed how widely their 
tastes diverged. On the other hand, while 
no responsible critic dare refuse atten- 
tion to Ibsen, Tolstoy, and Meredith alike, 
it. was natural enough, and quite in ac- 
cordance with the isolation of the crea- 
tive spirit, that all three should live and 
die in practically blank ignorance of one 
another. Once, when Ibsen was asked 
what he thought of Tolstoy, he answered, 
with a snap, Han er gal (He is mad), and 
said no more; and when he was similarly 
questioned about Meredith, it was evident 
that he had never even heard his name. 
When one remembers the struggle 
that had to be made in the beginning to 
get Ibsen’s works a fair hearing, or any 
sort of hearing, in England, it certainly 
seems like the irony of fate that the series 
of lectures now being given in that coun- 
try in connection with the centenary of 
his birth should be under the auspices of 
the British Drama League. © Sir Edmund 
Gosse claims that he himself was the first 
person to print the name of Henrik Ibsen 
in an English publication. That was in 
1872. What he then said—rather crudely, 
because of imperfect knowledge—at- 
tracted the attention of William Archer, 
then a schoolboy, and led him to the study 
of Ibsen’s writings, and eventually to his 
masterly translation of them, and to his 
successful propaganda in their favor, so 
that Archer became the real founder of 
Ibsen’s fame i England. : 
Sir Edmund Gosse was selected to give 
the lecture on “Ibsen the Man,” because 
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he knew the great Norwegian well and 
was honored by his friendship to the end.

THE LOS ANGELES. 

The naval dirigible Los Angeles hag 
completed the round trip flight to the 
Canal Zone. To Commander E. C. Rosen- 
dahl the 4,000-mile cruise was “just an- 
other successful training trip.” The

Divorce Decrees Enforceable. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: In 
your editorial, issue of the second, on 
“Marriage and Divorce,” this sentence 
occurs: 

“Mrs. Edward FP. White, of Indianapo- 
lis, vice president of the General Feder- 
ation of Women’s Clubs. struck’ a key- 
note for the proponents of the meas- 
ure with the words:.‘The well-being of 
society as it concerns the relation of 
the sexes, the legitimacy of offspring 
and the disposition of property alike 
require that one state or nation shall 
recognize the validity of marriages per- 
formed in other states or nations ac- 
cording to the law of the latter,” 

The Constitution of the United States 
(article 4, section 1) requires “that full 
faith and credit shall be given in each 
State to the public acts, records and 
judicial proceedings of eyery other 
State,” and, says the Supreme Court of 
the United States (133 U, §&. 107), 
“when duly pleaded and proved tin a 
court of that State, they have the ef- 
fect of being not merely prima facie 
evidence, but conclusive proof, of the

It causes the full fait 
and credit clause of the Constitution to 
operate upon decrees of divorce in the 
respective States just as that cause op- 
erates upon all other rights; that is, it 
compels all the States to recognize and 
enforce a judgment of divorce rendered 
in other States where both parties were 
subject to the jurisdiction of the State 
in which the decree was rendered.” 

Tt follows, then, that under the Con- 
stitution and decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, if a decree 
is regularly obtained in one State it 
operates In all the States. If not regu- 
larly obtained, it may be disregarded 
in other States.

Government employes under the pres- 
ent law are eligible to retirement at the 
age of 70 vears after 30 years’ service, 
and at a maximum annulty of $1,000 
per annum. It might be stated that 
many of the present retired employes 
have had many years in execess of the 
required 30 years’ service necessary be- 
fore being eligible for retirement, so 
it is logical to expect that any em- 
ployes retirigg hereafter will have ren- 
dered the requisite number of years’ 
service to their government.

President 
Coolidge has emphasized particularly 
the need for suppressing the forest fire 
evil and has pointed out the benefits 
that will accrue from making the forest 
lands of the United States fully pro- 
ductive of continuous timber crops. £o 
many local club women have their iIn- 
terest in the well being of other States 
and communities that the tree conser-

On February’s Activities

OTIVATED, I presume, by much the same inclinations as prompt 
those engaged in commercial pursuits to balance their books 
at the end of each month, I shall set down in these columns 

today such approximations of the final word as may with seeming 

security be written concerning topics upon which we have heretofore 
briefly touched. 

An earlier essay upon the matter of the Brookhart bill, now being 
argued on Capitol Hill, having elicited gratifying and entirely unsoll-

Mere mention of “these movie sal- 
aries” is enough to evoke visions of 
splendor in the average mind, so great 
has been the stress laid on fabulous 
salaries paid to the stars. 

It may be news to some people, there- 
fore, that office boys earning $15 and 
$18 a week are numerous in the studios, 
that some gatemen who can keep bank 
presidents waiting outside the studio 
get $20 or $25 a week, that a girl who 
can speak seven languages is drawing 
$25 as a script girl, that good stenog- 
raphers are earning as little as $20 in 
some studios, and that beautiful girls 
occasionally are hired as “stock extras” 
for $25 a week. Comparatively few ex- 
tras’ are hired at the minimum dally 
wage of $3, but they are more numerous 
than the few who draw $25 a day. 

Even those who rise into the ‘big 
money” class have no assurance of con- 
tinued prosperity. Only recently Larry 
Semon, one of the highest-paid film 
comedians of a few years ago, testified 
in court that he was “broke” and #80,- 
000 In debt. Other players who in the 
past six months or so have filed bank- 
ruptcy petitions or testified to financial 
distress in collection sults brought 
against them include ‘Theodore von 
Eltz, Helen Lee Worthing and Virginia 
Brown Faire.

Insurance Is Reasonable. 


“A comprehensive form of insurance 
may be obtained in Europe which gives 
particularly wide coverage at very rea- 
sonable rates. Insurance for three 
months on a car valued at $2,200 would 
eost in the neighborhood of $695. The 
policy covers fire, theft and collision 
up to the insured value of the car, but, 
unlike American policies, which have a 
fixed iimit, these policies cover prop- 
erty damage and public liability for an 
unlimited amount, including law costs. 

“Before shipping your car have it 
thoroughly gone over by a competent 
mechanic. This procedure will often 
gave delay, worry and expense, as a 


breakdown may necessitate indefinite | 


delay awaiting the arrival of new parts. 
M is also prudent and desirable to 
equip the car with new tires, carry two 
new spares and keep the tools securely 
locked in the car.”

What Contract Shouid Include. 


“If an extended ‘trip is planned,” he 
advises, “a contract should be made 
stating that the company will provide 
and maintain the car rented, provide 
suitable garaging, gasoline, lubricants, 
lights, tires and other things necessary 
for its proper running, insure the car 
end driver and pay the wages of a com- 
petent and trustworthy chauffeur, his 
uniform, food and lodging. 

“The contract should state the rate 
end length of time for which the car 
' ts rented, the mileage allowed with a 
stipulated sum per mile for- distance 
above the allowance, and a per diem 
charge for the car if held longer than 
the agreed time. The contract should 
also provide that in the event of the 
car becoming, from any cause, unfit 
Yor use and continuing in such con- 
dition for more than 24 hours, or the 
chauffeur becoming unable to perform 
his duties for more than the above 
period, the company must replace the 
car or chauffeur and allow for the 
time not in use. 

“The third course, that of purchasing 
@ car on the other side, is considered 
the least popular or advantageous, ex- 
cept perhaps when the seller obligates 
himself to buy back the car at a stipu- 
lated price within a certain time. Take

Chandler Says Replacements

LIFE OF CARS INCREASED 


During the next few years the auto-

This explained to Smith’ why a car 
which has seen a great deal of hard 
service without proper lubrication is 
certain to develop a tendency toward 
front wheel shimmy, or at least those 
vagaries of steering which result from 
variation in the pitch of the wheels as 
they travel over rough paving. 

One of the leading car manufacturers 
has reduced the amount of camber in 
his 1928 models because it is his belief 
that with cars traveling over so many 
flat roads without the usual crowns it 
is not necessary to pitch the wheels to 
the customary degree. 

Toe-in is a simpler arrangement. In 
the first place, the front wheels neces- 
sarily must be held together so that 
they will steer in unison.

REALTORS CHECK UP 
ON MISLEADING ADS 


Is Part of Board’s Service to 
Investment Public of

Checking misleading advertisements 
In the field of real estate is a part of 
a real estate board's service to the 
vestment public of its community. 
Newspaper cooperation with real estate 
boards is proving useful in stopping 
publication of advertising claims that 
are found to be misrepresentations, a 
number of member boards report to the 
national association. Here is what two 
board are doing: The MontclairVerona 
Real Estate Board in New Jersey has 
adopted a resolution making it impera- 
tive for members to avoid any hint of 
misrepresentation in their advertising. 
The resolution is as follows: 

“That no member, active or associate, 
for himself or others, shall insert, pub- 
lish or circulate in any form, printed 
or otherwise, any misleading or decep- 
tive information or advertisement, and 
should such information or advertise- 
ment be circulated or published in er- 
ror, the same shall be corrected within 
a reasonable time, and failure to do so 
shall be subject to charges for unethi- 
cal conduct.” 

The Westchester County (N._ Y.) 
Realty Board has cffered its coopera- 
tion to the press of the county and 
New York City in checking up copy 
submitted for real estate ads about 
which there may be doubt as to verac- 
ity. One New York City paper has al- 
ready submitted a batc’ of advertise- 
ments for the board’s vise,

Imposition of income tax on such

Three Pressure-Gauges for Market. 


Giving the realtor a pressure-gauge 
or barometer with which to read busi- 
ness trends and so guard himself and 
his commodity against overproduction, 
the association compiles the following:

market activity as shown by the trans- 
fers and conveyances recorded in 41 
typical cities. 
\ 2. A semiannual survey of real estate 
market conditions inciuding trends for 
every section in prices, rents, money 
supply for real estate development, in- 
terest rates and degree of overbuilding 
or underbuilding, 

3. ‘\‘n annual survey of the farm 
lands market. This survey has done 
much to establish the fact that farm 
prices have begun ,to rise.

Public warnings that “winning a lot 
may mean losing a lot” have been sent 
out by the local real estate boards with 
detailed pictures of how the “winner” 
of the prize is induced to pay in ‘neces- 
sary title paper fees” an amount that 
well covers the actual acreage value of 
nis free tract, and how, when he goes 
to ‘look the place over he finds the lot 
to have a 20 or 25 foot frontage, so 
narrow that if he is to build he must 
buy the adjacent lot. Such adjacent 
lots are unloaded upon the victim at 
prices in some cases ten times the real 
value after making allowance for the 
“free” lot.

‘lucky” enough to “win” a lot “given 
away tc advertise a wonderful new sub-

The lottery, the prize ticket handed 
out at a motion picture show, the gold 
certificate, the advertising scheme 
which allows the recipient so much in 
dollars because of the value of his 
nhame among the first to buy lots, are 
typical. 

“The profits on lots on whieh such 
generous offers ate n:ade range in some 
instances as high as 700 per cent,” the 
board states. 

“In almost every case brought to our 
attention the lots are located miles be- 
yond the corporate limits, are of small 
dimensions, without street or other im- 
proveinents, such as light, gas, water 
or sewer, and as soon as the sale cam- 
paigns are over will degenerate into 
weed patches.

SHEEP MADE GREEN 


BY GROWING GRASS 


Seeds Caught .on Animals’ 
Backs Germinate Because 


of Rain. 


Bromsgrove, Eng., March 3 (A.P.).— 
Green sheep in the pastures of W. E. 
Dodd have been attracting much atten- 
tion. Automobilists and others who 
had fleeting glimpses of the animals as- 
sumed that they had been treated with 
some new colored sheep dip. 

Investigation, however, revealed that 
the green was natural grass in a flour- 
ishing condition. For months the sheep 
at Dodd's Copton Hill farm have been 
running in an old hay field in which 
there were several stacks of last sea- 
son's hay. 

Investigators reported that the sheep, 
in feeding around the hay stacks, had 
shaken down large numbers of seeds 
which took eifect in thelr wook, Aided 
by the rains and the bodily heat of the 
sheep, the seeds germinated rapidly and 
began their natural growth. The grass 
has not reached maturity by any means, 
however, as it was nibled off each 
sheep's back by the other sheep as fast 
as it reached a length where it could be 
nibbled.

fragments that have been recovered at dif- 
ferent times in the past, it is believed that 
no spot in the world is capable of yielding 
such a wealth of antiquities as Lake Nemi. 

Divers have brought up at various times 
many seclions of leaden plates and the bronze 
nails which made them fast to the boat's 
outer sheathing, which is said to be covered 
with cloth kent adherent by a coating of 
pitch. Upon the cloths were many folds of 
thin sheet lead, so doubled cver as to be of 
great thickness, and fastened with bronze 
nails. The decks of the vessel were paved 
with gorgeous mosaic work of porphyry, in- 
termixed with colored glass. Sections of beau- 
tiful bronze grillwork, bits cf ivory carving, 
bronze and silver plaques, and an exquisite 
bronze head of ‘Medusa, bronze heads of lions 
and wolves, pieces of alabaster which came 
from the splendid baths on board, and a por- 
tion of the wooden prow, covered with leaden 
plates, fixed with bronze nails, are now. on 
view in museums, and tell the story of the 
sunken pleasure craft of the notorious and 
cruel Roman despot.

Before that time the fruit was 
called ‘‘Apple of Paradise’’ and “Adam’s 
Fig.” The name “banana” seems to have 
been borne fora long time. The term “plan- 
tain’’ was given to a variety which, though 
closely related to the banana, is edible only 
after being cooked. The generic name 
‘‘Musa”’ for the banana group was bestowed 
by the botanist, Linnaeus, in honor of An- 
tonius Musa, a learned physician of the early 
Roman Empire.

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The longest and most powerful naval vesse § 
in the world have just been added to the 
American Navy with tho completion of the 
mew aircraft varriers Saratoga and Lex- 
ington, writes J. Warle Miller in Popular 
Mechanics Magazine. Built to tear through 
the seas at thirty-three knots, or about thirty- 
eight Jand miles an hour, each can put eighty- 
eight planes into che air, and at the same time 
carry on a respectable fight against an onemy 
on the sea or in the air, for each is armed 
with eight big elght-inch long-range guns 
and twelve five-inch antiaircraft rifles, 

Started at the close of the war as battle 
cruisers, the two ships were changed, after 
the Washington disarmament conference, into 
aircraft carriers of the latest type. With 
their superstructure condensed in tall towers 
on the starboard side and their smokestacks 
streamlined into a single unit, they are the 
weirdest ships in the Navy. Bigger than bat- 
tleships, but as fast as the lean gray des- 
troyers, they are entirely different from any- 
thing else afloat. Their great speed requires 
enormous power, four electric generators, 
each of 35,200 kilowatts capacity, for each 
ship. The power of each vessel is sufficient 
to supply all the electrical needs of a city the 
size of Boston. Steam turbines, run by six- 
teen oil-fired boilers, turn the generators, 
which transmit power to eight enormous 
electric motors, each of 22,500 horsepower, 
connected in puirs to four propellers. With 
45,000 horsepower driving each propeller, the 
combined output of 180,000 horsepower 
makes them the world’s fastest big ships. 

The Navy’s entire fleet of six electric driven 
battleships now in commission—the New 
Mexico, California, Tennessee, Maryland, 
Colorado and West Virginia—bas less power 
than either of the new ships. 

Because of the concentration of all the 
superstructure, gun turrets and other above- 
. deck equipment at the extreme right hand 
side of the ship, the Lexington and Sara- 
toga are balanced by placing their fuel oil, 
water and gasoline tanks in the hull on the 
opposite side, As each tank is emptied, it 
can be filled with water to keep the ship in 
trim. 

The broad, long landing deck is large 
enough to drill a regiment on, for the ships 
have a length of 888 feet and a beam of 105 
feet. At either end, the deck flares out 
over the hull, and also drops somewhat to 
increase speed when a plane takes off. The 
deck is equipped with arresting gear to stop 
a plane on landing within a few feet, instead 
of allowing it to run along for some distance, 
as is done on a land field.. When the landing 
deck is in use life nets are rigged along the 
sides, so that members of the deck force can, 
if necessary, leap clear of the deck when a 
plane is landing.

The flying deck is long and wide enough 
to accommodate the entire complement of 
set-up planes at one timo, and still leave room 
for ships to take off. Not all of the eighty- 
eight planes on each carrier will be kept 
fully assembled at one time, but others can 
be set up as fast as needed, to replace atr- 
planes shot down or incapacitated by mechan- 
ical troubles. 

Some idea of the immense size, weight, 
power and speed of the Suratoga and Lex- 
ington can be gained by comparing them 
with other naval vessels. The 3$2,600-ton 
Maryland, Colorado and West Virginia, big- 
sest battleships in the Navy, are over- 
shadowed by the aircraft carriers, with a dis- 
placement of more than 33,000 tons. The 
difference in size is even more marked, for 
the battleships, with their enormous weight 
of heavy armor. 

In shaft horsepower either of the new 
ships, with 180,000 horsepower delivered to 
her four propellers, is equal to moro than 
five 35,000 horsepower battleships of the 
Maryland class. Their enormous power 
will drive them practically as fast as the 
swiftest light cruisers in the fleet, and only 
two knots slower than the hest of the first- 
line destroyer squadrons, while they gan out- 
run the older torpedo hoats,

All Is Grist at This Mill. 

The following observation, made at Old 
Orchard Beach, Maine,.is,contributed by H. 
il. Northend: “Il saw on the beach,” says he, 
“a fish which somewhat resembled an enor- 
mous bullhead, It was about four feet long 
und the head was one and one-half feet 
across, It had two long appendages and a 
mouthful of ugly looking sharp teeth. No one 
seemed to know what it was. I thought it 
was an angler. A young lady wanted to take 
a picture of it, so she propped its mouth open 
wide with sticks. Then she noticed some- 
thing gray in its throat and had some one 
tuke out what proved to be a seagull.’ 

Undoubtedly Mr. Northend’s identification 
was correct, This unpleasant looking fish 
travels, or | should say swims, under several 
hames, It is called goosefish, monkfish, bel- 
lowfish, allmouth, mollygut and fishingfrog. 
The family of angler-fishes contains many 


strange forms. Some of them are bottom 
fishes, lying concealed on the sea botto 
Rising from the head, or back of the hea 
is a long ray with a flag-like flap of skin 
the top. This is extremely sensitive to touch, 
irom general resemblance to surrounde 
ing seaweed it is quite inconspicuous. A 
passing fish touches it Instantly the huge 
mouth below opens and the unwary fish ig 
swallowed. 

Some of these big anglers are most catholie 
in their tastes. The finding of the gull in 
the throat of the fish as told above is not al- 
together surprising. This fish is reputed to 
often capture sea birds. Cormorants, herring 
gulls, widgeons, scooters, guillemots, grebes, 
mergansers and razor-billed auks have all 
heen recorded on the angler’s bill of fare. 
All sorts of fish contribute to the menu. Lob- 
sters, crabs and shell fish are tidbits. Ap- 
parently all is grist that comes to the mill 
of this fish.

London, England (A.P.).—Sir Thomas 
Beecham, England’s foremost composer-con- 
ductor, who has just appeared in the United 
States as a guest conductor, has no patience 
with those who condemn so-called jazz music 
as something new. 

“Beethoven, Bach and Handel played jazz.”’ 
he said, “although they would not have called 
it such. 

“And modern music 1 question 
whether there is any such thing. Modern 
music is but gnother chapter added on to the 
music we have had for the last 300 years.” 

“The music we are hearing today is not so 
very different from the music Bach and 
Beethoven and Mozart played,” he continued. 

*“Syncopation is as old as music. Beethoven 
and Bach have it in their wo1kKs, yes, even in 
the symphonies, sonatas and quartets re- 
garded as their most classical compositions. 
There is only this difference between Beetho- 
ven and Bach and the present-day so-called 
jazz writers. The popular composers of today 
use morg syncopation to the measure than 
the old composers. 

“You notice syneopation in jazz more than 
in the classics because the jazz writers are 
simpler. They have no skill and cunning. The 
classical writers used syncopation, but they 
interwove it subtly with their conventional} 
melodies so that it did not obtrude. 

“There is music written “uring every dec- 
ade,” Sir Thomas continued,” which takes 
its place in the grand gallery cf masterpieces, 
as I call it, and there is music which expires. 
The. musie which has taken its place in this 
grand gallery through 300 years is exactly 
the same as the music which is taking its 
place there now. 

“Tg the clash and dissonance of the modern 
composers, like Ravel and Debussy, Stravin- 
sky, Scriabine, Honnegger or Kodaly, any- 
thing different from passages in the older

writers? Mozert’s celebrated 
criticized at the time he wrote it for being 
dissonant and disharmonious. Beethoven 
wrote dissonant passages for effect in many 
of his works, and foolish people tried to cor- 
rect what they ~hought weve his mistakes. 

“When, however, their music became gen- 
eral, the clashes of sound were seen to pro- 
vide welcome elements of change and criti- 
cism died away.”’

Paris (A.P.).—Clothes for spring show a 
wide range of fabric in their Paris version. 
Almost any fabric has been pronounced wear- 
able so long as it is adaptable to the silhouette 
of the season and conforms with the color 
schemes. 

But there are conspicuous favorites in the 
new styles, notably moire, taffeta, silk faille, 
wool crepe, wool voile, waxed materials and 
floral printed chiffon taffeta and satin. As- 
peric, kasha and jersey of plain and fancy 
weave are important among the Rodier wool- 
ens.

The Washington Post have cut 
their teeth on the Baby R. O. G.—-a 
@turdy little ship with 12-inch wing- 
Spread that will fly from 30 to 50 sec- 
@nds. In this article are the plans and 
apstructions for the indoor pusher, that 
Will fly over two minutes. It’s called 
“pusher” because its propeller is at the 
Gear end of the fuselage, pushing the 
@hip forward. 

The indoor pusher has no landing 
@ear. You launch it from your hand. 
It’s larger than the Baby R. O. G. and 
you need a bigger room in which to fly 
it, Pusher propellers are used on some 
of the large ships today. The first plane 
that crossed the Atlantic, the big NC-4, 
had both pusher and tractor propellers 

You've learned in building the R. O. 
G. that the best airplane models are 
made of the extremely light and tough 
balsa wood, Japanese imperial tissue, 
bamboo and piano wire. Since these 
materials are rather hard to secure, The 
Washington Post has arranged with the 
Airplane Model League of America to 
supply you with kits, to be sold at cost, 
containing enough material to build 
one plane, allowing for some waste. To 
get the kit for the indoor pusher, send 
70 cents to Room 49, Washington Post 
Bullding, or bring 65 cents in person. 

Before you start actual construction 
study the drawing. This shows you the 
assembled plane with.its five major 
parts, including the elevator, wing, mo- 
tor stick, fin and propeller. Be sure 
that you understand, as far as possible, 
the purpose of every part. 

Start With Wing. 

Start with the wing, shown in figure 
2. To make your two spars, take a sin- 
gle piece of balsa 1-16 by 3-8 by 134% 
inches, heat the center of it over the 
spout of a tea kettle and bend it to 
the angie shown in figure 2. After 
you've bent it, split it down the middle. 
Do this either with a sharp knife or a 
safety razor blade. Finish each spar to 
exactly the dimensions in the drawing, 
8-32 wide by 1-16 thick. Half cut away 
or lap the ends, as shown at the upper 
left-hand corner of figure 2, to receive 
the bamboo wing tips. 

For your wing tips, finish a 7-inch 
etrip of ba. bk. to exactly 1-32-inch 
thickness and ,,-inch width. Since 
the shiny side of the bamboo is strong- 
est, you may split off the under part 
and throw it away. Bend your strip 
over an open flame to the curve shown 
in the drawing, and, after it’s bent, 
@plit it down the middle to form your 
two tips. Bending the two tips in one 
Piece insures your getting the same 
@urve on each tip.

Your wing frame, now completed, 
should be coated with banana oil to 
strengthen ft and allowed to ary. 

Now cover your wing frame with Jap- 
anese imperial tissue. First of al! paint 
the center rib with banana oil. Lay 
your tissue on it. Then work outward 
from the center rtb, successively paint- 
ing and covering each rib. When you've 
finished, trim the paper close and 
paint the edges with banana oil to 
stick them to the frame. 

Nothing hard about it so far, is there? 
Just takes careful work. 


The Motor Stick. 


Yo.r motor stick, or fuselage, shown 
in figure 3, is a plece of balsa ,,-ineh 
square by 15 inches long. To hold your 
wing in place upon the motor stick, use 
a single rubber band, both cf whose 
strands stretch over the top of the wing 
and whose ends pass under the motor 
stick. This holds the motor stick tight 
to the bottom of the wing. The draw- 
ing, flgure 1, makes this clear. 

Figure III shows you the motor stick 
with the rudder, or fin, attached and 
the same drawing shows you how to 
bend the front hook from .020 music 
wire. Ambroid the front hook to the 
front end of the motor stick (in the 
drawing this is the left end) as shown 
in Figure III. Your rear bearing is the 
small flattened brad with a niin large 
enough to receive the propeller shaft 
drilled through it. In the small draw- 
ing above tk» rear end of Figure IE 
this brad tz calléd the “thrust bear-

you find it difficult to obtan a drilled 
thrust bearing get your manual train- 
ing teacher to help you. You can get a 
serviceable bearing by flattening a lit- 
tle brad, not longer than '4 inch, and 
punching a hole tn it near one end with 
a phonograph needle. 

The can, bent from .015 music wire, 
is clearly shown in Figure 1, just below 
the motor stick. It is glued to the cen- 
ter of the motor stick as shown in 
Figures I and III. 

At the rear end of the stick 
Is the fin. This is made from a flat 
plece of balsa wood 1-32 inch thick. It 
is glued vertically to the top of the 
motor stick, as shown in Figure Til. Be 
sure, too, that it Is vertical. If it isn't 
it will affect the performance of the 
plane.

rhe elevator, shown in Figure IV, is 


probably the hardest part of the plane 
to construct. And !t ts just about the 
most important. 

Note, tn Figure I, how 
goes on the front end of the motor 
stick. Your study of Figure iV will 
show you that the front or leading edge 
of the elevator is 5-16 tnch higher at 
the tips (marked A) than the rear or 
trailing edge (marked B), except at the 
center where it rests on tne stick. This 
center part is marked C and D. 


Finish the bamboo for the frame of 
the elevator to 1-16 inch square, using 
aS long a strip as you have. The best 
method of shaping it is to bend the 
strip to form one-half the elevator, 
as figure V indicates.

You are ready now to try out your 
second plane—the indoor pusher. Re- 
member that it flies with the small 
end—the elevator end—to the front. 
Give the propeller abopt 300 turns and 
let the plane sail from your hands. 
If it misbehaves badly you've probably 
been careless in finishing your parts 
to. the correct dimensions. Perhaps 


you have not set your fin correctly 
upon the motor stick. Maybe your 
elevator doesn’t have enough lift. In 
that case you will want to build an- 
other ship, profiting by your experi- 
ence and working more carefully. If 
your plane climbs too rapidly, set the 
wing forward. Once you have the 
proper adijustment your ship will give 
you a smooth, steady flight that will 
delight you and astonish your friends. 
(Look for next Saturday’s article. It 
tells you how to build a winder that 
will save you the cask of winding your 
motor by hand, and it will give you 
more tips on how to experiment with 
and improve your planes! And the 
week after that the indoor endurance 
tractor—the plane that holds the 
world’s indoor record of 173 seconds!)

You can begin your study with your 
own model, for building and flying 
model planes is one of the best pos- 
sible ways to gain a knowledge of 
aeronautics. Try it With the wing in 
different positions, warp the tips of the 
wing and twist the fin and watch the 
results; experiment by adding more 
surface to your tall group and by 
lightening your construction. You'll 
learn a lot if you observe carefully and

Charence Chamberlin, pilot of the 
Bellanca monoplane, Columbia, on its 
flight from New York to Eisleben, Ger- 
many, holds the distance record. The 
record was set June 4-6, 1927, and the 
distance was 3,923 miles. 

The holder of altitude record its Lieut. 
Cc. C. Champion, U. S. N., who reached 
a height of 38,474 feet on July 25, 1925.

Why does an airplane fiy?

It is technically said that an airpland 
is supported by aerodynamic forces acte 
ing or its supporting surfaces.

The propeller pulls the plane so rapidly 
that the upward push and pull of the 
wind maintains the plane in the air, 
just as a mctorboat can pull an aqua- 
plane so swiftly that it will bear th 
weight of a man.
